THE KANSAS OIL INQUIRY. 


• A.MES R. GARFIELD, Commissioner of Corporations 
" of. the Department of Commerce and Labor, has 


*• 
arrived in Kans»« to begin his investigations of 'the 


methods of the Standard Oil Company. 
He is accom- 


panied by three special agents, and it will be their busi- 
ness to inquire 'particularly into the relation between the 
price of crude oil and tie refined product. On the result 
of their investigations will depend largely the Govern* 
fcient's mode of attack on the trust. 


Mr. Garfield, it will be remembered, recently made a 


report on the Beef Trust ia which he disclosed the star- 
tling information that only . ninety-nine cents profit is 
made by that concern on each animal slaughtered 
This 


report excited derision throughout the country, and the 
volatile Kansans immediately got a resolution through 
their legislature asking the President to send somebody 
other than Mr. Garfield to look into the oil situation in 
the sun-kissed plains of the Sunflower state. 
But In 


justice to the Commissioner it must be said that his 
preliminary report on the Beef Trust was never intended 
to give tlie real inside facts, and that certain data were 
.withheld for obvious reasons. ' As far as his capability 
to'. investigate the Standard's operations in Kansas is 
concerned, there is not the slightest reason to doubt that 
he can and will do it thoroughly and impartially. ' 


"J3ut what will be the result? 
Suppose it is clearly 


established that the « Standard, through its possession 
of a monopoly, forces the price of crude oil down to a 
figure unprofitable to th? producer, and that by-t^e same 
means,^ it is extorting an unreasonable HfJd^' from the 
consumer? What is the Government going to do about 
it - The SKerman anti-trust law, on which it must rely 
as a. basis .of prosecution, is admittedly a weak instru- 


< merit to cover all the- varied phases of this case, and 
there -is small reason to believe-that the Trust, which 
has successfully evaded punishme-nt for forty years, la 
now to be brought to its knees. 


The Kansas legislature . at it-s : recent session, passed 


two laws against -the oil combine which ought to be 
effective If they can be enforced. 
These vere the law 


making pipe lines common carriers, and the anti-rate 
discrimination law. The, state refinery law, over which 
Euch a .hue and cry lias been raised, is more likely to 
turn biit to be a horse of another color. 


Both Kansas and the United States Government have 


^a big' job on their hands, and one that will tax every 
-resource of legal acumen and perseverance. The fight 
w.ill Be;watched: with Intense interest, for it is.not merely 
a fight against an illegal combination of capital, but one 
against a dangerous^riaciple.

It is rather odd that so much discussion should bare 


, been- excited by the gift to' the Congregational board, for 
Rockefeller has been giving money for religious and edu- 
cational purposes for years, and while there have fre- 
quently been serious doubts in the minds of the recipi- 
ents as ta.the-"propriety .of using "tainted" money, the 
fact has seldom-stood in the way of its .final acceptance. 
When, a few years ago, be offered a substantial sum 
to Wellesley College, the authorities of that institution 
hesitated until they could" assure themselves of the i 
propriety of accepting it.
